that the provincial government would expend 
this amount on the number three highway in 
the Crows Nest Pass to come to the aid of un¬ 
employed in the area.

Mr. Dodd then thanked those at¬ 
tending for their good work and 
assistance and expressed his sincere

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This amount is over and above 
additional amounts that the pro¬ 
vincial government will spend in 
conjunction with the federal gov¬ 
ernment in the second annual win¬ 
ter works projects. 

The letter, advising Mr. Kovach 
o! the government’s proposal indi¬ 
cated that the work would comprise 
some work between mile 49.9 and 
mile 50 near Passburg where a 
rOck cut will be widened to Improve 
visibility for traffic. 

The sqpond stretch of road will be 
nes* .the underpass to the McGll- 
llvray Creek between mile 59.64 to 
mile 60.26 where two rather sharp 
curves will be widened out and visi¬ 
bility improved. Rock will also be 
removed from the inside of the 
curves to aid vision. 

The third section of road to be 
improved will be between mile 62.1 
and mile 62.2 west of Coleman at 
the rock cut just north of the land¬ 
ing field. 

The eight degree curve at this 
point will be considerably straight¬ 
ened out and the rock cut will be 
widened with a view to improving 
visibility. 

These projects are being under¬ 
taken solely by the provincial gov¬ 
ernment and will provide a good 
deal of work for local unemployed 
as the work will be close to home 
Registration for work can be made 
at the local offices of the N.E.S. or 
at the Department of Highways 
building in West Coleman. 

Married men and those whose 
" unemployment insurance benefits 
have run out will be given prefer¬ 
ence. 

Mr. Kovach also pointed out that 
the provincial government have ap¬ 
proved a road building project in 
the Gap area that will involve some 
$25,000 expenditure. This road will 
include a good deal of rock work as 
well as taking the road away from 
danger spots along the Old Man 
River 

Programs that so far have been 
approved for the area on the win¬ 
ter work scheme on a fifty-fifty ba¬ 
sis between federal and provincial 
governments in this area include 
the removal of the rocky bluff near 
the Hlllcrest station to Improve vi¬ 
sion for traffic going over the rail¬ 
way crossing at this point. 

The Blairmore road east of Cole¬ 
man will be widened for the pur¬ 
pose of building a pedestrian walk 
in this area. Brush cutting on the 
Adanac road south of Hlllcrest has 
also been approved as well as stock¬ 
piling some 10,000 yards of crushed 
-gravel for road work in the ID 10 
improvement district. 

With respect to the provincial 
government’s five-year plan Mr 
Kovach stated that with regard 
to paving or sidewalk projects plan¬ 
ned for the Crows Nest Pass area, 
villages and town councils in the 
area must make their decisions and 
must advise the Alberta government 
of their wishes before January 25, 
1960. 

Some of the obligations the towns 
will have to look after are estab¬ 
lishing road elevations where roads 
are to be built and providing the 
proper sub-grade, base course and 
drainage where paved roads are to 
be built. 

Towns and villages have an op¬ 
tion of having either a certain 
amount of paved streets or In lieu 
of the paving lineal lengths of con¬ 
crete sidewalk built with the dis¬ 
tances varying for each district. 

Concrete sidewalks in the busi¬ 
ness sections of towns would be 
six and a half feet wide and In re¬ 
sidential areas four and a half feet 
wide. 

If towns are planning installation 
of sewerage systems, waterworks or 
other projects that would necessi¬ 
tate the tearing up of roads, the 
paving of sidewalk project could 
be left over until 1961 on arrange¬ 
ment with the government. 

Towns in this Crows Nest Pus 


area have been advised of the proj¬ 
ects by letter from the government 
and allotments for the work are 
being based on an $11.80 per capita 
basis based on last year’s census. 

Following are the approximate es¬ 
timates for the Crows Nest Pass 
towns—Bellevue will receive ap¬ 
proximately 6760 square yards of 
pavement and no concrete side¬ 
walk or in lieu of this an alternate 
of 5530 lineal feet of concrete side¬ 
walk. 

The village of Frank will receive 
approximately two blocks of pave¬ 
ment, amounting to 3360 square 
yards of paving and no sidewalks, 
or inlieu of the paving an alternate 
or In lieu of the paving an alternate 
walk. 

The town of Blairmore will re¬ 
ceive approximately five blocks of 
pavement totalling about 8750 square 
wards of paving and also 390 lin¬ 
eal feet of concrete sidewalk or In 
lieu of this a total of 7530 lineal 
feet of concrete sidewalk. 

Coleman will receive approxi¬ 
mately four blocks of pavement to¬ 
talling about 6920 square yards of 
pavement and 760 lineal feet of 
concrete sidewalk or in lieu of this a 
total of 6420 lineal feet of concrete 
sidewalk. 

Pincher Creek will receive ap¬ 
proximately five blocks of pave¬ 
ment not in excess of 10.380 square 
yards of pavement and 370 lineal 
feet of concrete sidewalk or in lieu - 
of this 8850 lineal feet of concrete 
sidewalk. 

It has been pointed out that 
these figures of quantities are only 
approximates. 

The provincial government are 
also giving all communities in the 
province recreational grants based 
oil a $10.00 per capita basis. This 
fund should also provide a good 
deal of work for unemployed In the 
Crows Nest Pass area. 

Mr. Kovach also stated he had 
also recommended and had receiv¬ 
ed approval from the Minister of 
Highways, Gordon Taylor, for the 
construction of an additional four 
camp shelters or camp kitchens in 
this Crows Nest Pass area. 

The shelters will be built at 
Island Lake at Crows Nest; at Gold 
Creek at Frank, an additional one 
at Castle River and a fourth will 
be built at the newly-built Wal- 
rond bridge once arrangements are 
completed for the land. Work on 
the camp shelters will begin im¬ 
mediately. 

Another two camp shelters have 
been proposed by Mr. Kovach at 
Willow Creek In ID 27 and another 
at Burmis Lake.

The Mobile Construction Equipment Licensing Act and The 
Seismographic Recording and Drilling Equipment Licensing Act 
were repealed last year. 

Effective January 1st, 1960, all equipment formerly licensed 
under these two Acts are subject to license under The Mobile 
Equipment Licensing Act. 

Inspectors are constantly in the field checking all 
mobile equipment subject to licensing. Provision is made 
for the imposition of a fine and possible impoundment of 
equipment where a violation of the Act. occurs. 

For your information the following definitions are taken 
from The Act: 

(d)—“mobile equipment”— 

(I) —means machinery or equipment capable of being moved 

to its place of Juse under its own power or by being 
towed, pulled 0/ carried and not intended to be affixed 
to land, and / 

(II) —includes equipment used for the purpose of seismo¬ 

graphic exploration and, without restricting the gener¬ 
ality of the foregoing, includes 

(A) —seismographic recording equipment and all ap¬ 
purtenances thereto, 

(B) —conductor cables and cable reels, geophones, amp¬ 
lifiers and cameras, 

1C)—explosive and detonating equipment, 

(D) —drilling units and all the component parts and 
appurtenances thereof, and 

(E) —water tanks and pumping equipment, but 

(III) —does not include 

(A) —vehicles licensed under the Vehicles and Highway 
Traffic Act, or The Public Service Vehicles Act, 
exclusive of mounted equipment on such vehicles, and 

(B) —equipment, .other than vehicle mounted equip¬ 
ment, used to drill a gas or oil well; 

(e) —“municipality” means a town, village, municipal district, 
county, improvement district, special area, metis improve¬ 
ment district or forest reserve; 

(f) —“owner” includes a person renting mobile equipment 
or having the exclusive use thereof under a rental agreement 
or otherwise; 


NOTE: Mobile Equipment having an original list 
price of less than $2,000, does not require 
a license under this Act.

Casually I asked a man with a 
great deal of money why he con¬ 
tinues to work.

BASIC VALUES 

I was engaged in a project with 
a few other men. We were, I was 
told at the outset, “doing the rough 
work so we'd have it ready for Pete 
when he arrives.”

Alberta Govt. 
Five-year Plan 


Grants based on a $10 per capita 
basis for all Alberta communities of 
100 or more population, except Ed¬ 
monton and Calgary, to assist In 
the acquisition of recreational fa¬ 
cilities, will be made available this 
year as the second part of the Al¬ 
berta government’s Five Year Pro¬ 
gram, it was announced recently 
by the Hon. A. R. Patrick, Provin¬ 
cial Secretary. An amount of $3,- 
653,000 Is proposed to be spent on 
this portion of the program, origin¬ 
ally announced by Premier E. C. 
Manning on August 14, 1959. 

Population figures used to com¬ 
pute size of grants will be the fig¬ 
ures used by the Department of 
Municipal Affairs in 1959 for grant 
( purposes. 

The grant will be approved for 
any feasible plan of recreation fa¬ 
cilities and can be applied to any 
project undertaken since January, 
1959. Any project that can be pro¬ 
ceeded with during the five year 
plan period will be eligible for ap¬ 
proval. 

Consideration will be given to 
projects planned Jointly by adjoin¬ 
ing communities, the minister said. 

Applications for the grants will 
be made by the council of the town, 
village or city concerned, to the 
Provincial Secretary. Hamlets of 
LID’s must make representation 
through the Department of Muni¬ 
cipal Affairs, while those in munici¬ 
palities and counties will be handled 
through the municipal or county 
council. 

The Hon. Mr. Patrick pointed out 
that this plan does not affect in 
any way the existing government 
assistance of $7,000 towards erec¬ 
tion of swimming pools in towns 
and villages. 

Blood Collections 
Reach New High 

The Southern Alberta mobile unit 
of the Canadian Red Cross Blood 
Transfusion Service estimates that 
a new high in blood collections will 
be reached by the end of the year 
with over 30,000 bottles contribut¬ 
ed by volunteer donors. This is the 
highest figure for collections in 
southern Alberta since the service 
was inaugurated in 1947. 

The mobile unit went on its last 
trip of the year December 10th. 
with three clinics scheduled in ' 
Lethbridge. In the past 11 months 
the unit has travelled 10,000 miles 
and visited some 60 points in sou¬ 
thern Alberta and south-eastern 
British Columbia to collect its pre¬ 
cious cargo. 

B.T.S. officials report that don¬ 
ors response has been very good at 
most places with a consistently 
large number of donors attending 
from Hutterite colonies.
